Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 

Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant discussed 35 USC 112 paragraph 1 , written discription 
and argued that claims have written description for fragments of SEQ ID NO:1 since the structure is disclosed. 
Examiner indicated that a genus of fragments wihtout functional limitation does not have written description. Applicant 
argued that the lack of unity does not apply for the second restriction of claims. Examiner discussed that since the 
special technical feature was lacking as indicated in the original restriciton that different inventions have been grouped 
separately in the subsequently provided new claims. Applicant argued that since the 131 declaration has been 
provided to antedate the 35 USC 102 rejection reference that now the lack of unity should be removed since the 
reference which anticipated the claims in the original restriction/ lack of unity used the 102 reference. However, the 
examiner discussed that the restriction/ lack of unity is performed on the initial claims prior to the first office action and 
if the claims are generic such that reference would anticipate the first invention's generic claims then the special 
technical feature would be lacking. The spirit of the restriction/lack of unity practice is to set the groupings of inventions 
intially and proceed with the prosecution. It would be burdensome to the examiner to regroup the inventions after the 
prosecution has proceeded to the point of a 35 USC 102 reference being antedated to redo the restriction/lack of unity. 
Applicant discussed that 35 USC 101 rejection should be withdrawn because post filing date reference provide a 
function for the chemokine receptor cited in the specification on page 6. However, the examiner discussed the utility to 
the treatment of disease in the specification names many different diseases and not the specific disease which is 
associated with the specifically claimed receptor. 
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
